REMARKS 

Claims 7, 12 recite that an oscillating light beam is directed to a plurality of tilted 
mirrors 30, 32, 34 of the rotary component 26 for reflection therefrom to the stationary mirrors. No 
reference discloses or suggests this feature. 

Neither Saegusa, nor Knowles, discloses the feature of oscillating a light beam before 
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the oscillating beam is incident on a plurality of tilted mirrors of the rotary component. For this 
teaching, the Examiner relies on Sansone. However, Sansone does not teach this feature either. 

The Examiner directed the applicant's attention to the oscillator 48 in Fig. 3 of 
Sansone. This is indeed an oscillator, but the oscillating beam reflected therefrom is not directed to 
any plurality of tilted mirrors of a rotary component, but instead, to another oscillator 54 having a 
single mirror. These two oscillators 48, 50 oscillate about mutually orthogonal axes to create a raster 
pattern of scan lines that are generally parallel to one another and lie in a plane of a window 14. 
These scan lines are not directed onto multiple surfaces of an object passing across the window 14. 

To support her rejection, the Examiner has proposed that it would be obvious to 
replace Sansone' s second oscillator 54 with a rotary element having tilted mirrors. There is not one 
word mentioned by Sansone that he desires to do this. Indeed, the opposite is true. If the 
Examiner's proposal were adopted, then Sansone' s apparatus would be inoperative. 

More specifically, as the Examiner will note upon reconsidering Fig. 3, a beam 
splitter 20a is operative for directing a non-oscillating beam 22a to the single mirror of the oscillator 
54 in order to create a longitudinal scan line 60, the length of the scan line 60 corresponding to a 
predetermined number of horizontal scan lines. If the oscillator 54 were replaced, then this 
longitudinal scan line 60 would not be generated, and there would not be any synchronization 
between the longitudinal and the horizontal scan lines. 
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Wherefore, a favorable action is earnestly solicited. 
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
